^Speculators recently plapned a 
corner in corn and when it caused 
a frightful rise in broad the Presi¬ 
dent determined to interfere. In 
tho first place he jndpeed tlic rail¬ 
roads to mako ij sudden and 
sweeping reduction of the corn 
freight. Then throngh the gov¬ 
ernment officials and agents he 
bought J)J.» vast quantities of corn 
in every part of Mexico sud pijt jf 
On the market at hardly oue-tliird 
of the price the corn conspiritors 
were charging. Corn then fell 
to the price it was selling at be¬ 
fore it was cornered. 

The speculators iu food supplies 
found themselves with many bush¬ 
els on hand for which they had 
paid nruch more than what became 
the ruling market price. Many
